Letters Were Very Explicit. 


"My' first letter, .written as soon" as I 


heard a rumor that the' Standard Oil 
people had-contributed, explicit .and un- 
equivocal in its terms, was written on 
October 26; my second letter, if pos- 
sible even more emphatic, on October 27. 
Not hearing from the letters I wired on 
October 20. I then received from Mr.

If any such con- 
tribution was received it was not only 
without my knowledge, but against my 
explicit direction. 


"These letters speak for 'themselves. 


They went into the records, of course;, 
but they went into-the records because 
they were genuine and bore on their face 
the proof that they were genuine, and 
because I receivd the - assurance that 
they were accepted in the spirit in which 
I. wrote them. 


Cortelyou Told Truth. 


"I wish to add that, I am certain that 


when Mr. Cortelyou' told me that they 
would be thus acted on he was saying 
what, he understood to be in exact ac- 
cordance with the 'facts. No man can 
honestly misunderstood these letters, 
and no man who Is not a dishonest man 
can ,put any interpretation other than 
which they bear upon their face. Let 
me again ask any one who wishes to 
know the truth, to read my speech of 
last night as to.the action of my ad- 
ministration and to read the statement 
I made at the time I gave out the 'copies 
of my three letters the other day. The

Medicine and professional advice will 


b* given free in the dispensary to thos-; 
who are unable to pay. The care and 
treatment of animals in health and dis- 
ease will be explained in a thorough man- 
ner. Drivers will be taught how to prop- 
erly harness their horses to obtain the 
best results and prevent fatigue. Horses 
injured or ill and found in the streets will 
be treated and operated upon in a large 
hospital room on the second floor of the 
building. A skillful veterinary will be 
in attendance night and day. 


There is ample accommodation for 


dogs and cats, and isolated wards for ani- 
mals which, after being admitted, are 
found to be suffering with contagious dis- 
ease. There is also a pound, equipped 
in a modern and sanitary method, for 
small animals. Single cagou are provided 
for dogs sent to the shelter by the board 


. of health and suspected of having rabies. 


On the second .floor of the main build- 


ing there arc a pharmacy and an exam- 
ination and operating room for small 
animals. There is a kitchen where food 
for the animals is prepared. 
On the 


roof leading from this floor • is an exer- 
cising runway for dogs. 
The ground 


floor of the main building is devoted to 


- stable room and a garage. Fifteen auto- 


mobile ambulances and wagons are kept 
there.

Famous "Light Horse 


Harry." 


IT IS ON AN ISLAND 


Savannah, Ga.,'Aug. 23.—The state of 


Virginia, with its legislature as the fac- 
tor, and Georgia, with the patriotic in- 
fluence of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution as its representative in 
the matter, will shortly be engaged in 
a struggle over the removal of the body 
of "Light Horse" Harry L«c, the father 
of Gen. Robert E. Lee, which has been 
resting since his death on Cumberland 
Island, near Brunswick. Ga. 


Definite steps have been taken by -the 


Virginia legislature to recover the'body 
of .the revolutionary hero, who died on 
the island in 1818, while on a visit to 
G«n. 
Nathaniel Greene, at his planta- 


.ion on the island. The latest move has 
jeen to secure the consent of the sur- 
vivoflT of the I.ee family-to have the re- 
mains disinterred and transferred to the 
family vaiilt at Lexington. Va. 


A special committee was appointed by 


the legislature to superintend the trans- 
fer of the remains. This committee, it 
is understood, has reported the formal 
consent of some members of tha Leo 
family to diFinterment and hopes to hear 
favorably from a sufficient number to 
satisfy Andrew Carnegie, owner of Dun 
gcness, a winter plantation on the island 
on which the body is buried. Mr. Car- 
negie has refused to allow the body to 
he removed to Virginia unless the sur 
vivinjr memb?r» of )hf LPP family co 
operate in the requwt for removal.

General Lee was returning from Cuba, 


where he had gone in the interest of hi; 
health, when he stopped over in Georgia 
to vSit General Greene. He continued 
to get worse and finally died and was 
buried on the Greene plantation. 
The 


grave has been sacredly cared for by the 
owners of the island since. Tourists and 
visitors to the island never fail to inake 
a pilgrimage to the historic ground that 
shelters the bones of "Light Horse" Harry 
Lee.

With thousands of feet of material su- 
perimposed above the rich deposits, and 
with the surface impoverished by thou- 
sands of years of cultivation, it is in- 
cumbent upon Xaturc to rejuvenate the 
soil and so remove the overburden that 
the rich stores of mineral t.-ill be avail- 
able to mankind. For this process the 
destruction of the area by volcanic ex- 
plosions is not only essential, but has 
been duly provided for. To this end Na- 
ture has, on the one hand by gradual sub- 
mergence, surrounded and" largely cov- 
ered the volcanic urea by water; while 
on the other band the internal fires con- 
sume the earth roof until finally, weak- 
ened beyond power of longer sustaining 
the combined pressure, water crevasses 
form, the water reaches the internal fires, 
explosions of enormous intensity ensue 
and are continued until the areas are 
destroyed. 


"For two centuries Xature has been

Arrived at the. requirpd depth she

All on board were clad lightly, having 


peeled down to undershirts and'trousers, 
for at this time of the year the waters 
of Manila bay are warm and this, com- 
bined with the heat generated by the 
machinery within the craft when' it is 
submerged, makes the. temperature some- 
thing about 120 degrees. 


The submarine steamed forward from

Thp upper pnd sticks up above 
thp '.-raft like the mast of a ahip twenty 
or more feet, while thp lower end is 
down in the. hold of the vessel. A few 
inches of this periscope is all that re- 
mains exposed of a submarine before it 
launches a torpedo. 


When it was desired to fire a torpedo 


it was slipped into its tube in the bow 
of the vessel and aimed thirty 
feet 


astern of a navy vessel which had bepn 
anchored in the bay for that purpose, 
No perceptible jar or movement was felt 
when Lieutenant McWhorter fired the 
torppdo, by pressing a button on n wire, 
connection just below the surface, and its 
course was easily seen.

Since the 776,000 ayes of Pueblo land 
Tvas ceded to the United States by Jles- 


ico, these Indians have been about run- 
ning their own affairs to suit them- 
selves. They have their own chief, sec- 
ond chief and other tribal officers, elect- 
ed', by themselves. 
And they got along 


finely, cultivating the soil and raising 
livestock. 


Then stepped in United States Judge 


William H. Hope, deciding the case of 
Felipe Sandoval, 
charged with selling 


•whisky to the Pueblos, and decided that 
the.Indians were citizens of the United 
States according to a treaty made with 
Mexico, granting full citizenship to all 
inhabitants of the annexed territory. 


And being citizens, 
the judge 'held 


that it was no crime to sell whisky.to 
them 
Also he decided that the Pueblos 


. had the right to vote at the white folks, 


• •- elections, 'and the "right" to pax taxes 


too. 


None of these "rights" struck the In- 


• <Jians very favorably. They don't wanl 


the -white man's whisky—that is. those 
who haven't been made drunkards al- 
ready by the white man; they don't 
want to vote at the white man's clec 
tions, for they want their own tribal 
elections to continue: and they don't 
want to" pay taxes on their property. 


The land is now held in tribal owner- 


ship, and the products of their toil are 
divided up among them. 
They believe 


that if they are taxed, the land will 
have to be divided among the members
